During the final 
months the interminable primary 
season, the headlines were dominated 
by relatively hollow talk about NAFTA, a 
vitally important discussion of Senator 
Barack Obama's relationship with Rever- 
end Jeremiah Wright, and the now moot 
question of whether onetime Democratic 
front-runner Senator Hillary Clinton 

ould beat the math and wrestle her 

party’s nomination away from Obama. 

Obama has yet to confirm when he 
will make his promised trip to Iraq and 
Afghanistan, which will also include 
visits to France, Germany, Creat Brit- 
ain, and Israel — though it seems to 
be scheduled within the next couple of 
weeks. Regardless of whether it comes 
before or after the August 25 Democratic 
National Convention Denver, that trip 
once again will catapult the Iraq War to 
the center political debate. 

The presumptive Republican nomi- 
nee, Senator John McCain, discounts 
the continuing psychic, political, and 
economic cost of maintaining a large 
American military presence in Iraq for 
as Many as 100 years. Obama does not. 
But so far, at least, Obama has failed 
communicate the grave and complex 
difficulties the nation will face in with- 
drawing from the Iraq quagmire. That 
none his fellow Democratic presiden- 
tial aspirants failed fully appreciate 
those difficulties beside the point. Af- 
ter Obama's official August instatement 
as his party’s standard-bearer, that will 
be even more irrelevant. 

issue Obama’s campaign posi- 
tion to immediately begin withdraw- 
ing combat brigades from Iraq, and 
have achieved total withdrawal — save 
for some non-combat troops neces- 

Sary protect our diplomats within 
months assuming office, which 
would be May 2010. 

Putting aside the definition what 
constitutes “combat” troops and 
that is sure to become an issue in the 
months ahead there are approxi- 
mately 152,000 American servicemen 
and -women Iraq. close reading 
the policy tea leaves that gather around 
Washington think tanks suggests that 
still had somewhere between 60,000 
and 80,000 boots on the ground by the 
middle 2010. (For readers interested 
more detail than space here allows, 
check out former Phoenix political writer 


Michael Crowley’s piece in the May 7 
issue of the New Republic, and George 
Packer’s report in the current issue of 
the New Yorker.) 

Get ready get used the term 
“conditional engagement.” That is a 
phrase coined by a trio of experts at the 
Center for New American Security 
justify a reduced but continued Ameri- 
can military presence Iraq. The term 
used the Center’s June report en- 
titled “Shaping the Iraq Inheritance.” 
That one of the report’s authors is Colin 
Kahl, key Obama Iraq-policy advisor, 
what makes the notion “conditional 
engagement” important.

met with limited success. The gains, 
while fragile, are quantifiable. 

the future Iraq, the study’s 
three authors say this: “The premise 
continued engagement, not disengage- 
ment, but in contrast to the Bush ad- 
ministration’s current approach, Amer- 
ica’s support Iraq would not come for 
free.” Prediction: expect this the 
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basis for Obama’s campaign position, 
cloaked, of course, in more comforting 
and soothing rhetoric. 

Hard-line war opponents will ask, 
“What Obama afraid of?” 

One answer that Obama fears the 
domestic political backlash that will 
result some shape form once the 
American public makes the leap that the 
withdrawal they justifiably favor means 
that Bush’s war, which the public once 
bought into, was a failure. Tradition- 
ally, American culture has not been big 
failure. Contemporary culture also 
not big personal responsibility. 
Obama fears being held accountable for 
the collapse war, has good 
reason be. Here the United States 
Amnesia, the guy the spot gets the 
credit the blame. And Obama, savvy 
pol that he is, wants as much credit and 
little blame possible. 

The other answer that Bush’s back- 
sliding Afghanistan, his stalemate 
Iraq, and his expanded secret war 
against Iran has seriously destabilized 
the entire Near and Middle East. 
Obama indeed the next president, 
makes sense for him hedge his bets.

Acouple weeks ago, the Phoenix brought you the sad and 
disturbing tale of Vicente Lebron (“One of Our Drummers 
Is Missing,” This Just In, June 27). A native of the Domini- 
can Republic, Lebron has been living in the US for nearly 
4o years. He has a wife. He has American-born children 
and grandchildren. And he has many friends in the local 
music community who love him for his personality and 
respect him for the percussive prowess on display when 
he pounds congas and timbales with Cambridge's Either/ 
Orchestra, with whom he’s played for a decade. 

But in mid May, when the band touched down at 
Logan after a European tour, Lebron was detained by 
Immigration and Naturalization Services, working 
under the auspices of the Department of Homeland 
Security. His passport and green card were confiscated. 
And, after a hearing on June 9, he was sequestered at 
the South Bay Correctional Center 

We wish we could tell you the matter has been re- 
solved, but we can’t. Details are still murky, and Lebron 
is still behind bars, scheduled for a deportation hearing 
this Thursday. “I'm not a lawyer,” says Either/Orchestra 
co-founder Russ Gershon. “I don’t know what all this 
means.

Georgia suspended Lemon 
from the team indefinitely 
result — the second such transac- 
tion coach Mark Richt had pull 
this past week. Offensive lineman 
Clint Boling, who was busted ear- 
lier in the spring for a DUI, was 
given a two-game suspension. 

But that wasn't the only off-the- 
field news involving UGA football 
this week. Police also announced 
that they were dropping charges 
against yet another defensive 
end, Jeremy Lomax, who had been 
arrested for carrying concealed 
weapon and speeding June. 

Lemon is the seventh Bulldog 
arrested this offseason, following 
offensive guard Justin Anderson 
(simple battery), defensive back 
Donovan Baldwin (DUI), fullback 
Fred Munzenmaier (underage pos- 
session alcohol), and offensive 


tackle Trinton Sturdivant (simple 
battery), as well as Boling and 
Lomax. Despite the spate arrests, 
Richt doesn’t think his team has 
problem, telling reporters that the 
amount effort his club putting 
the weight room testa- 
ment its superior character.

The assumption all along has 
been that the superior speaker and 
media phenom would produce the 
best convention, and thus an electoral 
advantage. But McCain has more 
united party, the better package his 
message.

These circumstances 
pose such a daunting challenge for 
Obama that, if he can go into the fall 
campaign simply not having lost ground 
during the conventions, he should

“town meeting,” Times Co.

“We 
can’t get into that whole 
thing,” Times Co. chairman 
Arthur Sulzberger report- 
edly said, adding that the 
Globe needs a “trajectory 
that offers growth and 
Stability.”

this discovery was especially awkward. 
On Monday, June 23, Arthur Sulzberger 
and Janet Robinson the chairman and 
president /CEO, respectively, the New York 
Times Company, which has owned the Clobe 
since 1993 dropped the paper’s Morrissey 
Boulevard headquarters. The impetus for their 
visit was a retirement party for Al Larkin, the 
Globe’s outgoing executive vice-president and 
prior Larkin’s shindig, they 
spoke with newsroom department heads and 
held paper-wide “town meeting” the 
Globe’s William O. Taylor Room. The latter 
session was strikingly well-attended — people 
were reportedly sitting the aisles and stand- 
ing the doorways and number sub- 
jects came up: the advertising department's 
ongoing struggles selling boston.com; the 
possible closure the printing plant 
Billerica; the question of whether the Times 
Company will keep the Globe or try to sell it. 
Most notably, however, there was the 
awkward topic possible wage cut. 
How, asked Globe mailroom employee Dan 
Caplette, can you justify pro- 
posal to slash union salaries by 10 percent? 
response and the editorial 
employees wondered what the hell the mail- 
room guy was talking about publisher 
Steve Ainsley, who was also present, stressed 
that the wage-cut request was part 
broader collective-bargaining process. Despite 
“significant financial pressure” the paper, 
he added, nothing had been decided yet. 
Sulzberger’s reply, when it came, featured the 
dreaded catch phrase of 21st-century journal- 
ism. “We're trying to do more with less,” he 
explained. “We have redefine what the 
Boston Globe is in a new universe.”

by the Boston Newspaper Guild (BNG), the 
largest union the paper. And despite be- 
ing informed the wage-cut proposal 
June letter from Globe senior V-P Cregory 
Thornton, BNG president Dan Totten still 
informed his members one week later. 
Which meant that they finally learned about 
the prospective salary reduction either when 
Caplette brought up, when they saw 
quote from Totten in the June 25 Boston Herald, 
or when Totten finally e-mailed his members 
the same day the Herald story ran. 

Not surprisingly, some editorial employ- 
ees were irked that they weren’t informed 
sooner. And for some, the delay has raised 
bigger question: how well served, exactly, 
are the reporters and columnists 
their union represeritatives? (Totten works 
travel advertising the the union 
represents not just editorial staff, but also 
workers finance, production, marketing, 
and “It’s weird having white-collar 
and blue-collar workers the same union, 
because they think differently,” this staffer 
complains. “They’re trying to preserve some- 
thing that’s dying. understand it’s dying, 
and don’t want hang it. want 
forward.” 

But not everyone in the newsroom was 
piqued. Another editorial employee actually 
took solace the union’s delayed response, 
arguing that the lag time suggests that the 
wage-cut proposal nothing get too excit- 
about. “If the union thought was serious, 
they would have mentioned beforehand,” 
argues. “This might way saying, 
‘Gosh, times are tough. Here’s one option. 
Let’s look see there are other 

Right now, the Clobe newsroom, this 
the prevailing interpretation the wage- 
cut proposal: it’s tactical gambit that’s 
really aimed pushing the paper’s unions 
re-open their collective-bargaining agree- 
ments and accept other concessions.

“The inter- 
national drag-king scene defines drag king 
person who performs masculinity 
the stage,” says Aliza Shapiro, who has both 
performed drag shows and hosted them 
Boston since 2000. But for many drag 
kings, the goal not simply dress 
man for performance-art purposes as much 
visibly blur gender lines. 

Shapiro first conceived her drag-per- 
formance persona — a 59-year-old man in 
thick glasses and polyester suit she named 
Heywood Wakefield — partly to impress her 
then-girlfriend, and partly out of her “desire 
understand the kind masculinity 
guy who goes to work every day, and carries 
briefcase. What makes that masculine?” 
she asks. Shapiro speaks of Heywood as 
though he’s a close friend or family mem- 
ber, noting details of his fictional existence — 
he has a lesbian daughter, for instance, he’s 
divorced, and he’s very awkward around 
women. (In many ways, Heywood is her 
opposite, but his traits entirely unfa- 
miliar. As she notes, “I'm awkward around 
women who hit on me, too.”) 

Shapiro performed Wakefield the 
Theater District’s Jacques Cabaret for sev- 
eral years, hosting the club’s Glitterswitch 
drag-karaoke night, before conceiving 
TraniWreck, open-ended clusterfuck 
a variety show for drag artists (“We really 
celebrate the ‘wreck’ part,” she notes), 
which eventually moved from Jacques 
to the Milky Way in Jamaica Plain. The 
next installment takes place this Sunday. 
Shapiro also produces Wreckage, yearly 
drag contest, via her alternative events- 
hosting project, Truth Serum Productions.

“More straight people need know 
about drag kings,” says Maxfield. “This 
has opened up a whole new world for me.” 
Business and art have always been dueling 
sides of Maxfield’s life. When she wanted 
college for art, her father persuaded 
her to study business, instead. When she 
moved to Boston in the 1980s, she set up 
a cart in Faneuil Hall, selling marbled 
T-shirts, and business was good until cart- 
rent prices rose, at which point Maxfield 
folded and opted to join her husband’s real 
estate business. 

But her artistic urges were always pres- 
ent. She was often tempted to act out in 
everyday situations, in a style she likens to 
the film Borat. As a joke, she once put rub- 
ber cockroaches in the sink of a house she 
was selling. “Everything we do feels so pre- 
dictable,” she says. Now, she tests possible 
performances out on her eight-year-old 
daughter. She’s taken painting again. 
When we chat over beer and appetizers, she 
talks excitedly about pair plastic buck 
teeth she just found, and the character 
she might create around them. “Diversity 
stepping out your comfort zone.

(2003) and Guillermo Del Toro's Hellboy (2004) 


THE HULK: MAKING DIAGNOSIS 
Bruce Banner/the Hulk clearly has a medical 
problem the effects that massive gamma 
radiation had his DNA (according the Ang 
Lee film version). And he, as the Hulk, has an 
anger-management problem. But 
does he have a diagnosable psy- 
chological problem? The first step 


in answering this question is 
posing another question 
which individual — 
Banner or the Hulk — is 
and Banner repre- 
sent two distinct 
ba personality states? 
Could Banner have 
dissociative-identity 
disorder (DID, which 
was previously called 
multiple-personality 
disorder)? 
According to 
Diagnostic and 
Statistical Manual 
of Mental Disorders, fourth edition — the diag- 
nostic Bible of mental-health professionals — DID 
involves two distinct identities or personality 
states. Each identity state has its own ways 
thinking about things and relating to others and 
oneself. Does this apply to Banner/the Hulk? Yes. 
the Hulk has different way being the 


world than does Banner. Another necessary crite- 
rion for DID that the identities alternate taking 
control the behavior. True Banner/ 
Hulk? Yes, again! The Hulk only emerges when 
Banner gets very angry; once the anger dissipates 
the Hulk disappears 

The third criterion is gaps in memory for 
important personal information. True of Banner/ 
Hulk? Yes — at least some of the time, Banner 
didn't remember what happened when he was 
the Hulk 

There's a final criterion: the symptoms aren't 
caused by substance abuse or a medical condition 
This the crux the diagnostic question. the 
Ang Lee story, in addition to the irradiation from 
gamma rays, Banner has experienced a traumatic 
childhood event — he witnesses his father ac 
cidentally killing his mother when she 
tries prevent him from killing their 
boy. If the Hulk came into existence 
from that incident, and not gamma 
radiation, then DID would be an ap 
propriate diagnosis 


HELLBOY: ON BEING A FREAK 
Hellboy is a freak: he’s a red 
demon, and got horns 
and a tail. People who don't 
know him are, understand- 
ably, frightened both by his 
appearance and what it rep- 
resents. That's how human 
beings are: we categorize 
each individual as an “us” or a 
“them.” Hellboy — because of 
his appearance — would defi- 
nitely be considered a “them.”

SHRINKING WOMAN

Fine Tibetan cuisine freed from Chinese influences 


AFTERNOON DELIGHTS The buffet, feauturing momos and Indian-style stews, the real deal. 


0) As I’ve written before, 1 am a fan of 
Chinese food, and 1 am also a fan 
of Tibetan spirituality. But not so much 
vice-versa. Let me put it this way: I would 
be quite willing to give up a trip to Beijing 
and any chance at an Olympic gold 
medal. (Admittedly a very slim chance for 
a fat restaurant critic. My shot at a medal 
depends on the temporary incapacitation 
of everyone under 80.) But give up the 
suan la chow show at Mary Chung’s? Well 

which, what are the reincarnation pos- 
sibilities for a restaurant critic? Jackal? 
Vulture? Magpie? 

Maybe | could move up the reincarna- 

tion ladder and become a woodpecker 
if | admit that Tibetan restaurants in 
Boston are getting better, and that Tashi 
Delek is such a nicely decorated room, 
with such reasonably priced food, that 
it makes a very good alternative, even in 
restaurant-saturated Brookline Village. In 
fact, there’s an item at Tashi Delek that 
I think all chefs should check out — the 
“Tng Mo” ($3/a la carte; also included 
with dinner entrées). The menu descrip- 
tion is “steamed wheat bran buns,” which 
strongly understates the case. These are 
whole-wheat breads with the texture of 
Chinese steamed buns, folded in beautiful 
wave-like patterns like Parker House rolls. 
Someone is surely going to e-mail me that 
these Brookline tng mo are pale copies of 
the ones you get in a particular backstreet 
café in Lhasa, and that they don’t count 


without yak butter. But I have to tell you 
that a basket of these with unsalted cow 
butter is a very convincing illusion of 
earthly pleasure incarnate. 

Like most Tibetan restaurants, Tashi 
Delek serves momos ($6.50/appetizer; 
$14-$15/entrée). You get a choice of four 
fillings, either steamed or fried. The 
classic filling is of course yak, for which 
beef and vegetables are the American 
substitutes. Momos are related to Peking 
ravioli via Genghis Khan, but beefier. Of 
the monkish versions (tofu, spinach and 
cheese, greens and mushrooms), go with 
the greens and mushrooms. As momos go, 
the ones here are somewhat starchy. 

Tibetan food is a mountain cuisine, 
with meat and starch to keep you warm, 
and its soups are especially strong. Shan 
dal ($4), described as lentil soup, looks 
like yellow split peas and has a nice curry 
bite. It’s thinner than North American 
pea soup, but I find it refreshing this way. 

Entrées bring steamed bread and 
Salad, but they aren't large portions. 
“Jha-sha Tsel Ne Zom, chicken with mixed 
vegetables in green curry sauce” ($14) 
sounds Thai, but is in fact a rather tame 
curry with not a lot of boneless chicken 
chunks and familiar vegetables. Lhasa 
Shapta ($15) is beef slices in a light tomato 
gravy. The menu has a group of shrimp 
dishes, but I tend to be wary of seafood 
cuisine from landlocked countries. (Maybe 
lam being unfair — Tibet could have 
crawfish.) No matter, there are a lot of 


vegetarian dishes, and they’re probably a 
better bet than seafood. 

Now for the real deal: the $7.95 lunch 
buffet ($9.95 on weekends). As the first 
Phoenix restaurant critic, R.D. Rosen, once 
wrote, “Chinese food is already fast food.” 
It must be served fresh and hot, and it 
dies in a chafing dish. On the other hand, 
Indian food is mostly stew and actually 
improves as it sits waiting for you to de- 
cide between second helpings and a diet. 
So which way does Tashi Delek lean: to- 
ward accommodation with the stir-frying 
Chinese, or toward their stewish protec- 
tors from India? 

For the most part, fortunately, the buf- 
fet our day was more Indian in style. The 
basmati rice (and papadum and poori) 
instead of the wheat buns was a letdown 
at first, but not once we covered it with 
stews: chicken in curry with potatoes, 
beef with fried cabbage and a kind of near- 
gravy, and a mild stew of mixed vegetables 
and what the card called “cottage cheese” 
but I would reckon is closer to paneer. 

A Chinese-flavored dish of string beans 
with sesame also came off well. The buffet 
lunch was bracketed with the same curried 
pea soup and salad, and with a simple des- 
sert of mixed canned fruit in yogurt. 

Drinks for this cuisine might start with 
Indian beer, and many will want to end 
with the famous buttered tea ($2). It’s bet- 
ter than hot buttered rum. 

The room is relaxing despite the loud, 
clashing colors of the Tibetan flag and vari- 
ous Buddhist symbols and decorations, in- 
cluding a photo of the Dalai Lama. (Mini- 
malists and Chinese occupiers, you've been 
warned.) Another wall has a photograph 
of Lhasa, in case you thought you were in 
Kansas. Incidentally, “Tashi Delek” now 
means “hello” in Tibetan, although it was 
originally a phrase of auspicious greeting 
attached to the end of sentences. 

The total Tashi Delek experience is 
larger than the food or the room, or even 
the caring service from the lone mid-week 
waitress. The commitment to Tibetan cul- 
ture as a whole is transporting here, and 
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do we not dine out as a road to altering our 


consciousness? ©

time to note that China’s vast culinary land- 
scape stretches well beyond the Cantonese 
cuisine most familiar Americans. Northern 
and eastern China restaurants are rare enough 
here that most Americans have only tasted 
“Mandarin” fare, bastardized form Beijing 
imperial cuisine. Beijing Star offers an authen- 
tic introduction the everyday food the 
north and east China, built around the 
handmade turnovers, dumplings, filled 
buns, and flatbread wraps cooler climates 
where wheat takes precedence over rice. But 
you have know the magic words “Pink menu, 
the beige menu first offered full 
dull American-Chinese fare. 

That pink menu and the whiteboard 
offer dishes like round fried-beef pancakes 
and crescent-shaped chive pie 
with dip.

From the beginning his career movies, 
Joseph Losey was persecuted chased out 
town. His films are melodramatic, political, 
and weird, marked by noirish hysteria or arty 
creepiness. But it’s unclear whether persecu- 
tion accounts for the strange combination of 
outrage and interiority that defines his work. 

That’s because it’s been hard look back 
over Losey’s ceuvre. His pictures are scattered, 
products of several countries made over 46 
years, infrequently revived, rarely grouped 
together, barely represented on DVD. What 
clear that had innate sense per- 
secution and conflict that initially found ex- 
pression in the right place at the wrong time 
— Hollywood in the late 1940s, during the 
House Un-American Activities Committee's 
anti-Communist witch hunts. 

Together at last, all of his films are show- 
ing in the Harvard Film Archive's retrospec- 
tive “The Complete Joseph Losey,” which 
runs through August 11. He made several 
shorts in New York and at MGM before em- 
barking on his first feature, and these are in- 
cluded in the HFA series as well. With 1948's 
THE BOY WITH GREEN HAIR (july 12 @7 pm), 
his first full-length work, Losey established 
himself as a director of a new kind of socially 
conscious and hyper-sensitive post-war 
melodrama — “sensitive” in a child-psychol- 
ogy sense: touchy, prone to violence. 

anti-racist and anti-war parable, The 
Boy with Green Hair could have been approved 
only under a studio regime of engaged lib- 
eralism like the one headed by Dore Schary 
at RKO. At the same time, the film was a 
victim the increasing right-wing para- 
noia of its day. Its producer, Adrian Scott, 
was blacklisted and fired. Losey was cast 
adrift the RKO Howard Hughes, where 
movies with titles like I Married a Communist 
became standard.

Enigma Variations isn’t very good, but

ark Morris’s displaced roman- 

ticism is the perfect high-art 

solution for our times. Morris 
." believes in happy endings, 

but probably doesn’t trust 
them. He reveres great music but shields 
us from its passions with caricature and 
formal gesture. his new production 
Romeo and Juliet, the subject love, but the 
word always has quotes around it. Widely 
celebrated advance its premiere last 
weekend at Bard College, this Romeo carries 
a cautious subtitle, directing us not to take 
the Shakespearean icon literally. Romeoe 
Juliet, On Motifs of Shakespeare is less of a state- 
ment than supposition: what did 
a different way? 

Two years ago, Princeton musicolo- 
gist Simon Morrison discovered that the 
majestic score of Sergei Prokofiev, which 
has fueled many balletic interpretations, 
had been doctored satisfy the guardians 
of Soviet political correctness. Prokofiev 
intended something more modest and less 
traditional, something that overturned 
Shakespeare to grant the star-crossed lov- 
ers a life together — or an afterlife. 

The composer practiced Christian Sci- 
ence, and his ambiguous 1935 ending may 
have transported the protagonists from the 
material plane that constitutes temporal 
life to a place where there can be no suf- 
fering or separation. Perhaps the spiritual 
tinge of this reversal offended Soviet athe- 
ism. It's not clear how Prokofiev and his 
collaborator, theater director Simon Rad- 
lov, would have translated their philosoph- 
ical and social conception the authorities 
had allowed it to be produced. By the time 
the revised music was choreographed five 
years later, by Leonid Lavrovsky for Kon- 
stantin Sergeyev, Calina Ulanova, and the 
Kirov Ballet, the lovers died tragically and 
the feuding families reconciled over their 
bodies, Shakespeare decreed. 

Morrison reconstructed the original 
score, which is thinner in orchestration 
than its puffed-out Sovietized version and 
differs in many other respects from the 
ballet know. leave the music 
scholars to trace the restorations and di- 
versions, but the dance aspect original 
with Morris. This is not a period retrieval, 
like Millicent Hodson’s 2005 constructiv- 
ist interpretation pas another 
Prokofiev score that was never produced 
as he originally intended. Instead, Mor- 
ris has choreographed dazzling theater 
piece that comments 
play, with previous balletic renderings 
the play and the whole genre large-scale 
story ballets mind well. 

Without painted backdrops elaborate 
scenic trappings, the ballet takes place

sections that open to allow entrances 

and exits. Banks of stage lights are vis- 
ible above it, and small boxes are moved 
in and out for furniture.

The costumes are 
different for each individual and preserve 
only the broadest class distinctions. This 
theatrical anti-realism design (scenery 
by Allen Moyer; costumes by Martin Pakle- 
dinaz; lights by James F. Ingalls) is carried 
through in the movement. The characters 
taunt each other with authentic lewd ges- 
tures and fight simulated duels with 
wooden swords. 

central couple (Noah Vinson 
and Maile Okamura on Saturday night) 
seem recessive, almost childlike, pulled 
apart by their elders, their friends, their 
obligations. between the long duet 
scenes, they seem suspended in indecisive 
reveries. Morris draws attention away 
from their drama with busy crowds and 
intriguing asides. The nurse (the wonder- 
ful Lauren Crant) is not only young and 
sprightly, she has her own servant (Samu- 
Black), whom she allows quick squeeze 
now and then. Her life, other words, 
doesn’t revolve entirely around Juliet. 


Morris has talked 
about the destructive 
power authority 
this story.

Both Tybalt, Ju- 
liet’s cousin, and Paris, 
her would-be fiancé, 
mingle freely with the 
hoi polloi. Paris even 
brings his raunchy girlfriends and drinking 
buddies to entertain on the day of the wed- 
ding. The Capulets may rich, but Juliet’s 
nurse serving drinks during the ballroom 
scene, the house didn’t have big staff 
hand that chore. 

Romeo Juliet has lot plot get 
through three hours, and lot music. 
dances seemed repetitious and less 
interesting than the way staged the 
story and the characters. Tybalt and Mercu- 
tio are played women (Julie Worden and 
Amber Darragh), the audience unavoid- 
ably reads them with the double entendre 
travesti. Clockwork mime gestures often 
substitute for naturalistic acting. 

Amber Darragh the gallant Mercutio, 
who takes nothing seriously, not even his 
own death, gave terrific performance, 
with fast first-act solo jumping and 
one-handed cartwheels. Romeo and 
Juliet’s duets were egalitarian side-by-side 
effusions, ecstatic circlings. She lifted 
him jumped straight up, perfectly 
timed accord. contrast, when Paris lift- 
her straight one the ballroom 
dances, she went limp as a puppet. 

seemed 
more artificial than everything else. Hoky, 
even. Juliet has taken the potion, and 


after the bedside divertissement, they 
go to wake her for her wedding. Finding 
her dead, they think, they flee the room. 
Romeo runs through the window but 
can’t revive her; he’s about to stab himself 
when Friar Laurence (John Heginbotham) 
arrives like the Lilac Fairy. She’s dead, 
Romeo sobs. I don’t want to live. No! Go 
see for yourself. Juliet revives. (How could 
l avoid seeing the awakening of the Sleep- 
ing Beauty?) Friar Laurence sends them 
off, and after giving them a chance to 
get away, rings bell and brings back 
both families. explains the triumph 
true love and everyone falls into a tableau 
of reconciliation. After that, there’s an 
apotheosis for the lovers. The walls the 
room are gone, and they’re dancing last 
in a starry firmament. 


Saturday afternoon Jacob’s Pillow, 
the Lar Lubovitch Dance Company 
offered three examples more straight- 
forward romanticism in their evolved 
modern-dance style. There are traces of 
Paul Taylor both choreography 
and Lubovitch’s. Morris shares Taylor’s 
wry view of the world; Lubovitch works 
the lyrical side. Morris avoids conventional 
beauty and sentiment; Lubovitch indulges 
our longing for it. 

addition the Mozart Concerto Six 
Twenty-Two (1986), there were two pieces 
hadn't seen from 2007: a men’s trio, Little 
Rhapsodies, to Robert Schumann’s Symphonic 

tudes; and Serenade (Opus 22), for 
12 dancers. The dances surfed and dove 
through the music with rounded, circling, 
soaring, swooping movement and flowing 
group patterns. 

In the Schumann, Jay Franke, Attila 
Csiki, and Rasta Thomas dance solos 
and team together friendly rivals. 
showpiece that brings out their in- 
dividual qualities Franke’s expansive 
strength, airborne quickness, and 
ability invest whole gamut 
not specifically emotive moves with 
identifiable feelings.

In recent weeks, Chaz Maviyane-Davies has 
been e-mailing out broadsides again. His 
“graphic commentaries,” the Zimbabwe 
native calls them, are vivid digital posters 
indicting president, Robert 
Mugabe, craven thug and the interna- 
tional response feckless. 

Zimbabwe has been riven violence 
since opposition leader Morgan Tsvangirai 
won the first round presidential elec- 
tion March. Tsvangirai dropped out the 
June 27 runoff vote because of violent physi- 
cal attacks his supporters. the 
African Union called for government 
national unity Zimbabwe heal the na- 
tion’s political wounds. Maviyane-Davies’s 
response: flies crawling over cut slab 
red meat shaped like Africa, with, across 
the top, “Another slice African unity.” 

Eight earlier posters are the highlight 
“Reflections Exile: Five Contemporary 
African Artists Respond Social Injustice” 
the Museum the National Center 
Afro-American Artists in Roxbury. The 
show collects work five immigrants, four 
them now living Greater Boston, the 
fifth former MassArt student. 

Maviyane-Davies left his homeland 
2001. “It was because was doing those 
commentaries that had leave for 
own safety,” he tells me. He had been de- 
signing graphics promoting social justice 
for women’s and environmental groups 
and other nongovernmental organizations. 
During the run-up the 2000 referendum 
vote and parliamentary elections, he’d 
spend nights designing one two graphic 
commentaries and then e-mailing them 
some 500 people. They are sharply com- 
posed, boiling big issues down few vis- 
ceral visual metaphors.

Despite losing the referendum, Mavi- 
yane-Davies goes on, Mugabe consolidated 
his power, adjusting laws criminal- 
ize criticism him. “All sudden 
changed those laws and made everything 
did illegal.” Fearing for his own safety and 
that his wife and his two-year-old daugh- 
ter, put out word that was leaving. 
was offered job teaching graphic design 
MassArt, where he continues to work. 

“Mugabe ruthless dictator. There 
are two ways about it. People 
are only beginning see 
now, but we knew it for a long time.” The 
posters are way spread the word. “You 
want the world see it, you want people 
know.” 

The artists whose work featured “Re- 
flections Exile” address turmoil from 
War poverty AIDS despotic leaders 
post-colonial Africa.

And they scooped 
up my son and the others onto waiting 
trucks, they were dirt. sure 
here where they dumped him.” Revolu- 
tionaries wave signs saying “Land the 
Tiller.” boy drives plow behind ox. 
Mengistu Haile Mariam, the Communist 
dictator who was charge the 1970s, 
during what became known the “Red 
Terror,” rants. Soldiers fight. statue 
Lenin lies toppled mud puddle. 
woman talks being HIV-positive. (“At 
times already feel dead.”) Cattle wander 
city street. People scavenge bottles and 
food from garbage dump. 

It’s a sad litany. Mekuria has a way with 
juxtaposing images and building rhythms 
she cuts from one the next. wish 
felt less like list. And you’re unfa- 
miliar with the history Ethiopia, 
probably lost. (Try skimming summary 
before you go.)

Most music fans discovered the Watson 

Twins — 31-year-old identical sisters 
Leigh and Chandra via their backing vo- 
cal appearance on Rabbit Fur Coat, the 2006 
solo debut from Jenny Lewis. the spooky, 
Shining-esque cover, the six-foot-tall sib- 
lings statuesque, onyx-haired, and dressed 
in powder blue — flanked the diminutive 
Rilo Kiley singer. Inside, their preternatural, 
church-choir-trained harmonies nudged 
Lewis’s tunes into the realm of the sublime — 
luminous wing women aiding their leader 
nailing many alt-country target. 

These days, the Kentucky-bred Twins— 
who've been a mainstay on the Los Angeles 
indie-rock scene since moving there more 
than decade ago are flying solo, trying 
escape the shadow the rapturously received 
Rabbit Fur Coat and create different kind 
magic with their full-length bow, Fire Songs 
(Vanguard), which arrives two years after 
debut Southern Manners. “Fall,” the mag- 
netic third track, encompasses most what 
makes their music engaging: the inviting, 
slightly husky timbre their voices like 
combination Linda Thompson and Beth 
Orton and, course, those heavenly har- 
monies. Simple, rootsy melodies are fash- 
ioned out of acoustic strums, piano plinks, 
mournful cello, percussion, and dis- 
tant pedal steel, with the recurring bite 
moody electric guitar scuff things up. 

The rest the album (co-produced one- 
time Sebadoh drummer Russ Pollard) ain't

lot people wonder what they’re 
going to do in life, what it’s all about 
for them,” says guitarist Peter Walker. “But

As we 
begin our conversation, Walker offers a pre- 
emptive apology. arrived home Wood- 
stock, New York, only the night before after a 
three-week trip Peru, and fears he’s still 
a little groggy. His focus returns, however, 
when the subject turns to one of his great 
passions, one that took him to Peru and has 
drawn him Spain countless times the 
past: flamenco. 

A former student of Ravi Shankar and Ali 
Akbar Khan, Walker — who comes to the 
Nave Gallery this Sunday — is a legendary 
figure best known for his intoxicating fusion 
Indian raga and American folk. (It’s cap- 
tured most powerfully his 1967 Vanguard 
album Rainy Day Raga.) But his first love is the 
Gypsy music of Spain. “As a young child, I 
saw a movie with flamenco in it called Ship 
of Fools, and the music struck a chord with 
me. My father played guitar, so I was already 
programmed genetically to be a player, and 
that’s what I wanted to do from then on.” 

The challenge for Walker, who was born in 
Medford (not exactly hub Spanish musical 
culture), was finding people to instruct him in 
the art flamenco. studied with variety 
teachers who passed through Boston; 
the same time was developing formidable 
chops folk player. the time made his 
first trip to Spain, in 1963, he was already well 
established in the coffeehouses of Cambridge 
and the basket houses of New York. 

“It was an interesting scene,” he says of his 
time in New York. He describes going through 
a set of strings a day in marathon practice ses- 
sions with the likes of John Sebastian and José 
Feliciano followed by concerts that went into

the wee hours the morning. During that 
period, supported just about every major 
act that came through New York, from Muddy 
Waters the Mothers Invention. 

His most illustrious opening gig, howev- 
er, was his stint as music director for Timothy 
Leary’s famed Happenings.

In the interven- 
ing decades, which he laughs off as “my lost 
years,” he intensified his study of flamenco, 
working with master teachers, playing 
bands in Seville, and eventually participating 
in the close-knit family circles in the caves 
above Granada. 

His first album flamenco-inspired 
music, Echo of My Soul, has just been released 
Tompkins Square, but it’s not complete 
break from his earlier work. Walker has de- 
cided, after careful study, that raga and fla- 
menco are intimately related, with flamenco 
acting kind link” between 
Eastern and Western music.

And if “Broken Man” is 
a tuneful but rueful post-mortem 
on Mark McCwire's fall from grace, 
the stomper “Ted Fucking Wil- 
liams” is pure superman swagger.

His father, played with touching 
grace by Frank Finlay, reminds us 
that “things could be worse,” and 
they invariably are, with the next 
cut to more draconian restrictions, 
ghettoization, deportations, and 
doom. This slow encroachment of 
the Final Solution has been done 
before on screen, but never with 
such suffocating authenticity. 
Szpilman escapes a final round- 
up of Jews by hiding under a café 
stage, and his pre-war reputation 
and circle of artistic friends help 
gain him refuge in a series of 

safe houses. Polanski declines to 
criticize a man who chose survival 
when he had a chance to join oth- 
ers who died fighting — yet this is 
a director who himself escaped the 
Nazis as a Jewish child in Krakéw, 
and his wartime experiences color 
every frame of his work. Details 
emerge with the shocking vivid 
ness that can come only from trau- 
Matic experience: a dead woman 
frozen in a pose that looks balletic, 
an invalid in a wheelchair tossed 
from a window. Motifs recur that 
have shaped Polanski's body of 
work, in particular the image of 
the hapless observer trapped in
